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SCHOOL AND SOCIETY 

For the 11 th week, we were assigned to collect information about the location of the 
school. It is pointed out that, the school cannot function on itself, it is supported by the society 
around it. The school is the part of the wider society that includes not just school but many 
institutions around. 

The city Hendek is a ki nd of multi cultural city. It is possible to find people from all 
around the Turkey. It is due to the fact that, Hendek is an industrial city. Hendek also contributes 
to the Turkish economy with agriculture. Thus, there are also people who are working in farms, 
in the fields, in the agricultural industry. So, most of the people in Hendek are working in 
factories. There are people who are working in hard-labor. Moreover, there are people who are 
working as white collar workers. However, from my observation, I have seen that most of the 
students’ parents who are studying in the Cumhuriyet Primary School, are working as blue collar 
workers in factories, in building sites and in the fields. 

Because, most of the families are middle or lower class families around the school, most 
of them have to work. Some of the students both parents work, so, most of the students’ families 
do not come to school regularly. The ones who come to the school are housewives. They come to 
school out of boredom; their main objective is not the education that their children receive. 
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When I check the school’s website, I have seen news about a European Project. The 
project name is “Happy Kids for A better Europe with Peer Coaching”. For this project, teachers 
from partner schools, from Portuguese, Italy, and Poland, came to town and met with the teachers 
from the Cumhuriyet Primary School. For this project, teachers who came from abroad and 
teachers from the Cumhuriyet Primary School visited town’s major, town’s governor, the head 
manager of the town for the Ministry of Turkish Education. Thus, it is possible that also these 
people who work for the government can visit the school. 

There are not a lot of opportunities for the students to go and visit places like museum and 
exhibition places. However, because there are rivers and mountains around, it is possible to bring 
the students to show them and make them aware about the environment around them. That can be 
also part of social and science lessons. 

All in all, society and school cannot be separated. The schools are the micro versions of 
the society. It is important to supply schools with every possible richness to enrich students’ point 
of view and also improve their knowledge about the environment they live in. It is also important 
to take into consideration the society the school is located in when students are required to do 
something or asked to buy something. Because people who are working in low wages may not 
provide their children even the food they need on their table. Maslow’s hierarchy of needs’ 


should not be forgotten.
